Britain Spells Out Aid 


Tht Cynlc'i Corntr 


The British having made up their minds 


how far (hey can go along with EDC with- 
out joining it, representatives of the six 
member nations have signed it—though with 
reservations on the part of France. Premier 
Laniel was obliged to assure his people that 
Bidault's signing wouldn't bind the parlia- 
ment. The foreign minister had thought he 
had the support of a majority of the cabinet 
when he put his name down, but the Gaull- 
ists and some radical ministers reacted so 
violently that the premier was obliged to 
placate them by hedging. He also promised 
to ask for a debate in parliament on his con- 
ditions for French approval—British and 
U.S. guarantees and a settlement with West 
Germany on the Saar. The debate on the 
European army that its adherents have been 
demanding will have to wait on that. 


President Eisenhower, from his vacation 


headquarters in Georgia, 
at^ once made 


strong representations to the six European 
states which would make up the European 
Defense Community, promising in 
effect 


that rearming West Germany wouldn't be 
permitted to endanger France. On the face 
of it that would seem to be enough reassur- 
ance, and is what the French had long been 
seeking. 


But it would be optimistic to expect it 1o 


rrsolve the delny in bringing them into the 
pi oposed alliance. For they hnve suffered 
many times at the hands of Germany, the 
]ast 
time a decade ago. And their deep- 


rooted apprehension of a strong and fast 
reviving Germany has become a fixation, 


virtually a neurosis on a national scale. The 
rest of t'uropc recognizes this; yet four of 
the six that would form EDC have ratified 
the proposal, apparently in good faith. They 
want to get on with a strutcure aimed at 
safeguarding the peace so that they can re- 
pair the damages of the last war and try to 
prevent one they fear even more. 


Persuading the French is going to be a 


long hard chore. They have just enough 
right on their side to be dangerous. The Ger- 
mans, those now enjoying freedom, are 
world beaters at recovery, industry and 
determination. Europe should be safer with 
them inside an alliance than outside. 


President Eisenhower has gone as far 


as he possibly can, offering such help and 
safeguards to the French as allied nations 
have scarcely given each other in time of 
war. The fierceness of the debates in Paris 
show that there is a strong support for EDC 
growing up. That in itself is revolutionary, 
and permits the world to hope that free 
Europe may yet develop into an entity, it 
not this year then next, or five or ten years 
hence. If it is spared, that is.

Making It Tough for Moscow 


Hearts will bleed for the men in the Krem- 


lin who are charged with keeping their own 
spies in hand. Barely had they permitted 
Pravda to mention the dereliction of Yuri 
Rastovorov in Japan, two and a half months 
after he surrendered to American intel- 
ligence officers, than iheir boy in Aus- 
tralia's capital asked for asylum and turned 
over voluminous material on Soviet espion- 
age. Not 
since 
Igor 
Gouzenko 
climbed 


through the barbed wire in Ottawa have 
such prospects opened up for exposing and 
cutting down Soviet spying in the free 
•world. 


Automatically the Moscow bosses came 


up with a charge of kidnaping, voiced by the 
wife of Vladimir Petrov, who apparently 
retains her loyalty to 
Russia. It hardly 


seems six years since Soviet diplomats in. 
this country charged that Anna Kasenkina 
had been "kidnapped"—until her leap for 
life from a window in the New York con- 
sulate demolished that lie. Now comes Pet- 
rov, testifying he lost his belief in Com- 
munism "since I have seen the Australian 
•way of living." 


Now life in Australia isn't generally re- 


garded as the most, enviable, rich and satis- 
fying in the civilized world. Yet its climate 
of freedom sufficed 
to convert a 
man 


brought up in the Red tradition. Mrs. Kasen- 
kina's eyes were opened by the American 
way of life, Gouzenko's by the Canadian. 
It is obviously of first importance to the 
free^world to keep these comparisons heav- 
ily in its favor—and not in a material way 
alone. Soviet diplomats are \vell provided 
for in that direction; what opens their eyes 
and stirs their hearts is that element of 
which they have been defrauded by the 
monstrous regime that takes no account of 
individuals except as tools. 


If humanity is spared long enough, Com- 


munism may yet be purged. Meanwhile 
every fugitive from an Iron Curtain is in 
himself a token and a promise. 
The Senator's Lady 


While Nebraska's governor was naming 


a woman to fill out a term in the U.S. Sen- 
ate, a senator's lady from Colorado was 
taking her husband out of it. Democrat Ed- 
win Johnson had never lost an election, and 
didn't seem about to. But after 18 years in 
Washington Mrs. Johnson 
decided 
that 


enough was plenty, and that was that. She 
•was "wild with joy" nor was she alone in 
that state of mind. Johnson's seat, for years 
a Democratic cinch, is now open to whoever 
can get it. 


Astrav From the Eocene 


The most engaging "human interest" story 


ol the season doesn't center around any 
human being, but around a horse. One of 
nature's little jokes is "Big Bertha," a 
Thoroughbred sired by a race horse, who 
when foaled on March 29 stood 20 inches 
high and weighed 13 pounds. The scientific- 
ally minded were awed by this tiny bit of 
horseflesh, because it repreesnted a throw- 
back to the Eocene age, roughly 45 million 
years ago.

Oppenheimer Case a Test for U.S.

There is a fundamental rule of a free 


press that when a case is in the courts, the 
proceedings may be reported but all com- 
ment, whether direct or indirect, must be 
withheld. Indeed, to comment on a case 
which is being tried is to be in 
spirit and, depending on the 
usages of the jurisdiction, lit- 
erally in contempt of court. 


The charges brought against 


Dr. Oppenheimer, on which the 
Gray-Morgan-Evans Board is 
now sitting, are of a very great 
—indeed they approach a cap- 
ital—gravity. lie must answer 
1o "allegations which, until dis- 
proved, raise questions as to 
>our 
veiacity, conduct, 
and 


loyally." 


What is alleged is not bad judgment or 


youthful indiscretion but acts which, if they 
have 
been committed, aie very serious 


crimes. Now if these allegations were being 
tried and determined in the judicial sys- 
tem of the country, the journalistic rule of 
no comment would surely apply. But the 
fact is that they are not being tried in the 
judicial system. They are being tried be- 
fore an administrative tribunal. 


A Job for ihe Courts 


Because of that I believe that public 


comment is justified, and, in my view, re- 
quired at this point. 


The point which I wish to make docs not 


reflect in any way on those who now have 
the case under trial—that is to say on the 
Board of which Mr. Gordon Gray is chair- 
man, on the Atomic Encriry Commission, of 
which Adm. Strauss is chairman, and on 
the Joint Committee of Congress, of which 
Rep. Sterling Cole is the chairman and Sen. 
Hickenlooper the ranking member from the 
Senate. 


The point which has to be raised is that 


they are trying a case in which enormous 
consequences depend upon the conclusive- 
iiess of their judgment on issues—veracity 
arid 
loyalty—which 
can 
be 
determined 


finally only by the courts. 


The allegations require a conclusive ver- 


dict. Either Dr. Oppenheimer has lied or 
the charge that he has lied is false. Either, 
he has been disloyal or the charge that he 
has been disloyal is false. There is nothing 
in between guilt and innocence on these two 
alienations. 


Lylnjr and disloyalty are not matters of 


depree. They are not matters on which there 
can be differences of opinion. The evidence 
on which the allegations of lying and dis- 
loyalty are based can be proved or dis- 
proved. 


The paramount question at this point 


is whether the issues can be judged with 
that finality by administrative tribunals and 
administrative agencies. 


Finality of judgment depends not only 


upon the thoroughness, the penetration, the 
judiciousness, and the independence of the 
boai d, the commission, and 
the 
Congres- 


sional committee. It depends also on whclhcr 
the public will accept their findings as con- 
clusive and final. This is a case which has 
to be judged now, not left unsettled and to 
be dragged about from one tribunal to an- 
other and from one Congressional commit- 
tee to another. 
*

Conviction or Acquittal 


This would mean it seems to me, that 


there should be a concerted effort by the 
prosecutors and by the defense to bring the 
issues of veracity and 
loyalty before the 


courts. Certainly that should be their object 
if there is any issue which cannot be dis- 
posed of conclusively and in effect unani- 
mously by the administrative tribunal which 
is now trying the case, by the Atomic Energy 
Commission and by the Joint Committee. 


The case is one in which the verdict must 


be conviction or acquittal of very serious 
crimes. It is imperative that when the ver- 
dict is reached, it shall be final. 


It ought to be unnecessary for us to re- 


mind ourselves what enormous consequences 
will flow from this case. There Is at stake 
the life and the work of a man—a man who 
has performed historic service and Is of the 
gcratest eminence In the highest realms of 
science. 


There is put to the test (he capacity of 


our institutions (o protect the innocent and 
lo punish the guilty. We cannot afford to 
fail in that test. We shall have failed in it 
unless the judgment that is reached is con- 
clusive, unless the judgment is one that no 
reasonable and disinterested 
man 
in 
the 


civilized world can question. 


To get a verdict of this kind It may not 


he enough to rely alone upon the new and 
litlle tested procedure of administrative 
inquiry. We should have It In mind from the 
beginning that it may also be necessary to 
subject the verdict to the judicial process.

40. One Second From Eternity 


By LT. EDWIN BERRY 
Radar Observer, USAF 


"We were flying in an F-94 jet fighter at 


20,000 fct over Alaskan icefields when the 
mishap occurred." I can hear myself 50 
years from now, with grandchildren on my 
knee, still telling this amazing story . . . 


It started back in 1950 


when I received military 
orders recalling me to 
service 
with 
the 
Air 
Force. Along with hun- 
dreds of veterans on re- 
serve status, I was hastily 
indoctrinated, g i v e n a 
flight physical, and as- 
signed to duty as a radar 
observer. Seated behind 
my pilot, in a swift all- 
weather jet 
fighter, it 


\vould be my job to op- 
erate an "electronic eye" 
Berry 


and search out invisible enemy aircraft in 
the darkness. 
' 


On Dec, 13th, 1950 I was at Ladd Air 


Force Base near Fairbanks, Alaska. With 
my pilot, Capt. Glenn Jackson, we flew 
patrol missions over the vast square miles 
of Alaska tundra. 


As a World War II flier, I can recall 


being sustained by the philosophy I got from 
reading "God is My Co-Pilot' by Robert Lee 
Scott. The author's faith in God gave him 
an almost buoyant attitude which helped 
him survive dangerous air attacks and a 
crash into hostile country. Almost all fliers 
develop a strong philosophy of some kind. 
1 didn't realize how much I was to need 
mine—and how soon, 


Below Zero 


The temperature was well below zero one 


day as we whistled down the runway in 
early afternoon at the start of one mission. 


Our airspeed was in excess of 400 miles 


per hour, while I scanned the empty sky 
through the invisible fingers of my radar 
set. 


Then, some 30 miles from the base, there 


was a shattering explosion of sound. 


I was slammed back in my seat by an. 


icy blast of air, which tore loose the heavy 
plastic canopy overhead, ft vanished in the 
mists behind. With it went my helmet, con- 
taining my earphones and oxygen mask. 
My eyes were blinded by the freezing slip- 
stream. 


Thin Oxygen 


Since I could not live long in the refrig- 


erated atmosphere with its thin oxygen, 
there was no choice but to bail out. Without 
earphones, I could not contact the pilot in 
the cockpit only a few feet in front of me. 
Unable to see, I felt sure that he had already 
gone over the side. 


Facing we were two tremendous obstacles. 


One was the heavy radar indicator, the size 
of a large suitcase, which fitted down tightly 
over my lap from its hinges at the front 
of the cockpit. The other was the lack of 
an explosive ejection seat, the type which 
catapults the jet flier up 50 feet, free of the 
aircraft. I could force myself over the side, 
but feared I would be dashed against the 
rudder or other tail services. 


In a spot like this you turn everything 


over to the Almighty, and all your actions 
are a prayer. 


I tried to push the radar indicator from 


my lap to its vertical position. With my 
cockpit wide open, I found myself pushing 


the- indicator against the power of a 400 
mile per hour blast. 


A Wave of Pain 


From somewhere came the almost super- 


human strength needed. I moved the indi- 
cator forward inch by inch. Then it locked 
and I was free to crawl up over the sld.e. 


As I forced myself blindly out into the 


slipstream, I felt my hair literally teaijngr 
out by the roots. When my foot braced 
against a solid surface behind, I eavc a 
single vicious kick, an* catapulted myself 
into the air. 


Instantly there was an impact and a wave 


of pain, as I struck the stabilizer, project- 
ing: up at the tail. After this moment of 
quick agony, there was only numbness. 


My unconscious body plummeted toward 


the frozen earth thousands of feet below. 
I have no remembrance of that extended 
free" fall, nor how far I dropped. I only 
know that as I approached 1,000 feet above 
the ground, something brought me feebly 
back to consciousness. 


In A Snowbank 


It took seconds before I realized that I 


was plunging through the sky, and more 
seconds to clutch the rip-cord of my para- 
c-hute. It opened with a soft report, tugged 
at me only once, then I plowed into a deep 
snowbank. 


The snowban ft, encrusted with rime ice 


in the subzero cold, brol;e my fall for the 
most part. Dimly conscious I saw the para- 
chute flutter out in a semicircle about me, 
and was grateiul that its groat 
colorful 


stripes would be visible from miles away 
if a search plane should come this way. 


The subzero cold, however, made it du- 


bious whether I would survive. 


As I lay almost completely buried in the 


dry, powdery snow, I could scarcely move, 
and through the serai-coma which enveloped 
me, I knew that bones were broken and that 
blood was seeping down my neck. 


As I lay in developing lassitude, with a 


pleasant torpor stealing over me, I heard 
the 
whirring beat 
of helicopter wings. 


Numbly I moved my head around to see an 
Air Rescue Service "eggbeater" hovering 
overhead cautiously, then swoop .j earth a 
few yards away. 


To The Jlospital 


In minutes I was lifted onto a stretcher, 


covered warmly, and flown to the base hos- 
pital. A flight of F-94's Had gone on search 
immediately after news of our mishap, and 
spotted my parachute. With machinelike ef- 
ficiency my approximate position had been 
plotted, and the helicopter crew was able 
to locate me immediately. 


My pilot, incidentally, had not lost his 


helmet and earphones when the canopy 
was torn away. As a result he was still in 
radio contact with the field and was able 
to maneuver down to the runway for a suc- 
cessful landing. Not until the aircraft had 
rolled to a stop did he realize that I had 
bailed out. 


It required several months to effect my 


recovery. In smashing against the stabilizer, 
I had broken my hand and suffered a huge 
gash over my right eye. In addition I had 
a substantial concussion. 


Some may say I was just lucky. But luck 


didn't give me the strength I needed when 
it really counted. I believe firmly that my 
direct contact with God every minute of 
my accident brought me through safely.

Rebuilding Terraces Now 
Saves Time Later in Year 


Rebuilding t e r r a c e s before 


planting crops will save consider- 
able time later in the year. Ter- 
races that are narrow or have 
steep side slopes need rebuilding 
to make them easier to farm. 
Some terraces that were never 
adequately built or have deterio- 
rated will require considerable 
rebuilding. 


'To properly rebuild terraces, it 


is necessary to know what type of 
terrace will farm easiest and still 
have sufficient capacity to control 
erosion. Most terraces tend to be 
too narrow rather than too high. 
Therefore, adding width to the 
slopes of the terrace will correct 
the farming difficulties. 


THE TERRACE 'should be at 


least 40 feet wide and even wider 
terraces will be easier to farm. 
The back-slope should be at least 
18 feet long, and preferably 20 
feet or more long. The front slope 
eight to 10 feet long, and 
the 


channel eight to 10 feet wide. A 
good terrace should measure at 
least 20 feet from the ridge to 
uphill edge and the same distance 
down hill. If it doesn't, it will pay 
tc rebuild the terrace. 


The terraces can be rebuilt with 


farm equipment such as a plow 
or one-way. If they need consider- 
able work, it ,may be better to 
consider one of the machines used 
in custom terrace construction, 
such as a blade, whirlwind or 
dozer. 


Actual measurements should be 


taken during the terrace rebuild- 
ing 
to determine if adequate 


widths are being obtained.

servation practices. 


The common practice is for

be completed in .time for this 
year's fair which opens Satur- 
day night, Sept. 4 and continues 
through Sept. 10. 


The building, to be paid for 


with money the Fair Board gets 
from the fair and races, will be 
300 feet long and 70 feet wide. 


On the front will be a two- 


story 20 by 60 feet area to house 
offices.

housed waterfowl under a porch 
roof.

Oppenheimer has asserted that he 
dropped his opposition as soon 
as Truman made his decision and 
that he went at the task with 
willfStn. Hickenlopper (R-Ia). a for-

House Atomic Energy Committee 
and now its vice chairman, was 
asked on a CBS radio program 
whether disloyalty figured in the 
H-bomb delay.

State Is First 
Mapped for 
Water Table 


WASHINGTON I* — Nebraska 
is the first state to be coverec 
almost entirely by a geologica 
survey map showing the con- 
figuration 
and altitude of the 


water table, Secretary of Interior 
Douglas McKay said. 


The Nebraska map is based on 
data gatheredftin many years o( 
co-operative studies by the Geo- 
logical Survey and the Survey 
Division of the University of Ne- 
braska. 


It answers, in part, the import- 
ant questions as to the direction 
of movement of ground water in 
different areas of the state and 
indicates the ground-water di- 
vides between streams, McKay 
said. 


The map, which can be used in 


conjunction with topographic and 
geologic information, will aid in 
locating water supplies and will 
be of special help to local, state, 
and federal authorities in plan- 
ning for the full development of 
Nebraska's water resources, he 
added. 


The secretary said the compila- 


tion was done by Raymond L. 
Schreurs, 
survey

geologist, from published and un- 
published maps and reports of 
the bureau and the Conservation 
and Survey Division of Nebraska.

The Western League is 68 years old today! 
Lincoln was a member of the original circuit that was formed 
1886 and included besides Nebraska's capitol city, Denver, 
jeadville, Topeka, Leavenworth and St. Joseph. 


The loop disbanded on July 1, 1892 and reopened in 1894 as 
the Western Association. It gave up the ship on June 22, 1898. 
In 1900 the Western again toed the starting line with Denver, 


Des Moines, Sioux City, Omaha, St. Joseph and Pueblo listed as 
:he member cities. It operated through the 1937 season. 
The present league started in 1947 as a six-club circuit, 


Colorado Springs and Wichita joining up in 1950. 
Lincoln inaugurates its 24th season as a Western League 
member against the Omaha Cardinals (1900 to 1954). Over a 23- 
year span the clubs representing this city have won 1,430 games 
and lost 1,654 for a .464 mark.

Poorest crowd was the 87 
brave men and bold who trudged to Sherman Field for the Pueblo 
game on Aug. 22, 1951. 


The league attendance mark is held by Denver and

established on Sept. 7, 19-19 when 18,523 fans packed the Bears 
Stadium to see the Pueblo Dodgers. 
Lincoln has been involved in quite a batch of modern Western 
League marks that have gone into the record books. For example 
Lou Finney's 1952 outfit engaged in the shortest 7-inning game 
when Des Moines was shut out, 1-0, in 58 minutes.
